The six-month battle of Palm 
Springs to prevent the issuance 
of new liquor licenses here or the 
transfer of licenses from other 
communities in the county to the 
Village, was finally crowned with 
victory this week. It took a trip 
to Sacramento and the personal 
appearance before the state board 
of equalization by two city offi­ 
cials to do it. 
Word was received here late 
yesterday from City Attorney 
Roy W. Colgate in Sacramento, 
that the state board had denied 
the application of the United Ser­ 
vice Stores, Inc., for an off-sale 
license here at 380 North Palm 
Canyon drive. 
MADE TEST CASE 
The firm’s application for a li- j 
1 cense was a sort of test case in j 
’ which the city’s stand on new 
licenses was fought out to a 
finish. Last November a resolu­ 
tion was adopted by council, 
addressed to the state board of 
equalization, asking that no more 
licenses be permitted here until 
the ratio of liquor establishments 
here was one to each 1,000 popu­ 
lation. 
When the United Service Stores 
(application was filed last Fcbru- 
I ary, the city protested, citing this 
resolution. A three-hour hearing 
was held here«March 10, after 
which the city was informed that 
it’s protest had been denied. City 
Manager Ray Sorum wired anoth­ 
er protest and the board reversed 
itself, sustaining the protest but 
advising Barney Ostrow 
and 
Arthur Wolpe, owners of the 
firm, that they had ten days in 
which to apply for a re-hearing, 
which they did. The city was noti­ 
fied last week that the new hear­ 
ing would be held on May 11 at 
Sacramento at 10 a. m. 
REITERATE STAND 
At a reliminary caucus a week 
ago yesterday the new council 
endorsed the stand of the form­ 
er board on the November reso­

are listed on cards. 
Chief Sanard requested all 
property owners planning to 
leave for the summer, to be sure 
to come in and fill out one of 
these cards—for the convenience 
of the police and for their own 
protection. 


Health Officer 
Calls Attention 
to Nearby Epidemic 


Get a license tag tor your dog 
you may lose him. 
City council decided Tuesday 
evening, after hearing Dr. O. B. 
McRory, city health officer, to re­ 
vive Ordinance No. 129, which 
went into effect Dec. 31, 1942, 
but which was never fully en­ 
forced due to the cost of imple­ 
menting it. 
The ordinance sets up a series 
of fees for picking up stray ani­ 
mals, establishes a pound, pro­ 
vides for a humane officer and 
makes dog licenses imperative. 
EPIDEMIC CITED 
Dr. McRory called attention of 
councilmen to the present epi­ 
demic of rabies in Los Angeles 
and reaching as far east as Beau­ 
mont and Banning, only 25 miles 
away. He said there was no sign 
of the epidemic here but that 
with the growing number of stray 
dogs, the danger was present. 
Upon questioning of Council­ 
man C. P. Adams, who brought 
the m atter before council, Dr. Mc­ 
Rory said the greatest difficulty 
encountered was distinguishing 
between abandoned stray dogs 
and family pets. 
CONTRARY TO LAW 
Both are running loose and if 
the family dogs were tagged as 
they should be, they would be 
safe. When picked up, their own­ 
ers could be reached," he said. 
City Attorney Roy Colegate 
called attention to the fact that it 
is contrary to the present ordin­ 
ance for dogs to run loose. 
PROTECTIVE MEASURE 
It was pointed out that the fees 
collected from dog licenses were 
insufficient to pay for the cost of 
rounding them up and destroying 
them. 
Judge Guy Pinney, however, 
reminded council that the police 
department and the fire depart­ 
ment did not show a profit but 
the city paid the bills in those 
departments because of the pro­ 
tection involved. He said that en­ 
forcement of the dog ordinance 
would come under the heading of 
protection as much as the fire 
and police departments. 
ACTION IS TAKEN 
Following further remarks by 
Dr. McRory who said something 
must be done as a precautionary 
and protective measure, council 
instructed City Manager Ray 
Sorum to survey the situation, 
study cost of enforcement and 
look into the m atter of an en­ 
forcement officer. He was em­ 
powered to act. 
Villagers were advised to ob­ 
tain license tags for their dogs 
at once to avoid having them 
picked up as strays and, if un­ 
claimed within five days, destroy­ 
ed.

For Feeder Lines 


Making Progress 


Feeder airline service for West 
Coast 
c i t i e s 
including 
Palm 
Springs is receiving prominent at­ 
tention in aviation and govern­ 
ment circles in the nation's cap­ 
ital, according to Colin A. Still- 
wagen, controller of the Ryan 
School of Aeronautics. Stillwagen 
has just returned to San Diego 
headquarters from an extended 
eastern business trip in connec­ 
tion with Ryan’s application for 
six feeder airline routes in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Palm Springs has been desig 
nated by the Ryan School in their 
application', now before the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, as one of the 
cities to be served by feeder and 
pick-up service on the Los Ange- 
les-Yuma route. 


WEST COAST FIRST 


“Although there are hundreds 
of applications now before the C. 
A. B., for feeder airlines, serving ’ 
all parts of the country, the West 
Coast route applications are the 
first to be heard ini formal hear- 1 
ings,” said Stillwagen. 
“Obviously there is recognition 
in official Washington circles of 
the fact that present airmail facil­ 
ities to and from many of the 
important cities surrounding the 
main trade centers of Los Ange­ 
les, San Frascisco and San Diego 
are wholly inadequate and con­ 
sequently this territory is receiv­ 
ing first consideration for ex ­ 
panded air facilities.” 
While 
in 
Washington, 
Still­ 
wagen consulted with attorneys 
for the Ryan School of Aeronaut­ 
ics in preparing material for the 
pre trial 
hearing of 
the 
West 
Coast feeder airline cases which 
was held on Thursday of last 
week. Following this preliminary 
meeting, 
the Civil Aeronautics 
Board w ill set a date for the trial 
hearing, which w ill probably be 
held early in July. 
In connection with the prepa­ 
ration of its exhibits for the July 
trial hearing, the Ryan School re­ 
cently assigned Roger Brubaker, 
an executive assistant, to make 
an economic survey study of this 
trade area. During his visit here, 
Brubaker has been working with 
the Chamber of Commerce, civic 
officials and leading business men 
in obtaining industrial and eco­ 


nomic information which must be 
presented to the Civil Aeronaut­ 
ics Board to substantiate the need 
for better airmail facilities. 
According to Stillwagen it is 
likely that the final decision in 
the feeder line route applications 
w ill be handed down this fall af­ 
ter the full board of the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration hears 
the case. “There is talk in infor­ 
mal circles in Washington,” said 
Stillwagen, “that if the decision 
on 
the 
applications 
is handed 
down this fall, there is good rea­ 
son to believe that service may 
be started soon after the first of 
the year.”

Previously it was reported that 
service could not be started un­ 
til after the war, but the import­ 
ance of the West Coast applica­ 
tions now before the C. A. B. in- 
diactes 
that action 
may come 
sooner than was originally ex­ 
pected.

They are always in the 
bottoms of loose sandy washes in 
the very path of the rush of 
waters.” The smoke tree is found 
in the Colorado desert and the 
southern part of the Mohave des- 
edt, ini what is called the Lower 
Sonoran Life Zone. It extends in­ 
to Arizona and southward into 
Northern Sonora and lower Cali­ 
fornia. The popular nam e is of 
course derived from its appear­ 
ance, 
suggesting smoke. It is

troduced from America, origin­ 
ally for the purpose of feeding 
the cochineal insect. Also in Af­ 
rica we find little desert plants, 
looking exactly like stones, until 
the delicate flowers a p p e a r . 
Among all these leafless or nearly 
leafless plants of dry regions, the 
Smoke Tree is one of the most 
famous. It has, when very young, 
according to Jaeger, broad leaves 
like ordinary plants, but these 
soon disappear, and the grown 
plant appears leafless, and very 
spiny. The fragrant, dark blue 
flowers appear in June and July, 
and hence are not seen by the 
majority 
of 
visitors 
to 
Palm 
Springs, who sometimes think 
there are no flowers. The actual 
discoverer of the Smoke Tree ap­ 
pears to have been the famous 
John C. Fremont, who in addition 
to his numerous other occupa- 1 
tions, collected plants. He brought 
back a fragmentary specimen in 
1849, but three years later George 
Thurber, of the Mexican Bound­ 
ary Commission, procured good 
material, and Asa Gray, professor 
of Botany at Harvard University, 
was able to describe it, calling 
it Dalea Spinosa. C. F. Saunders 
gives an interesting account of 
Thurber. “For four years (1850­ 
54) he was an industrious collec­ 
tor along the Mexican border and 
added greatly to the knowledge 
of its Botany—ami excellent bot­ 
anist and one of the best hearted 
of men, according to his com­ 
panions. There are, perhaps, some 
still living who remember his 
genial ‘Doctor’s Talks’ for the 
children in the American Agricul­ 
turist, of which for twenty years 
he was the editor.” 
The genus Dalea or Parosela 
has several species in our desert 
country, but the Smoke Tree is 
much the largest and most modi­ 
fied. Other species, such as the 
Emory Dalea, the California Da­ 
lea and the Fremont Dalea, are 
permanently leafy. The genus is 
named after an English botanist, 
Samuel Dale (1659-1739), and in­ 
cludes about 150 species, chiefly 
Mexican, but also found in South 
America. It is one of the numer­ 
ous forms of life which have ex­ 
tended from the south into our 
southwestern arid region, but this 
took place so long ago that dis­ 
tinct species have evolved. In 
Jaeger’s book, Desert Wild Flow­ 
ers, the genus is called Paro­ 
sela. It appears that this is actual­ 
ly the older name and should 
have priority, but the Internation­ 
al Botanical Congress voted to 
keep the name Dalea, which was 
in general use. This was rather 
unfortunate because of confusion 
with Dahlia which many people 
pronounce Day-lia. There is a 
Mexican species, Dalea mutabilis, 
which is cultivated in green­ 
houses. Attempts have been made 
to dig up and transplant the 
smoke tree, but they have not

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I Rise to Remark” 
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Would Rafter Serve Than Electioneer 


There are five candidates for the Assembly to 
be voted on at the May 16 election, and the name: 
of each one appears on both the Democratic and 
Republican ballots. Not one of them is an incum­ 
bent, so any one would be a new member of the 
State Legislature. 
However, Phil Boyd gave us 
the best reason why he would like to get the nomi­ 
nation of both parties. Instead of having to spend 
his time again in a long campaign from May 16 
until the November election, he would study the 
needs of every section of the county, state legisla­ 
tive procedure, and any other matters that a legis­ 
lator should know. 
Then he could go to Sacra­ 
mento, not as a green legislator, but ready to go 
into action for Riverside County. 
His attitude is 
commendable. 
However, Mr. Boyd has had considerable ex­ 
perience in dealing with legislators, municipal, 
county, state and federal, during his term as mayor 
of Paim Springs and for some years before. 
The 
writer had occasion to observe his sense of fair 
play in straightening out a difficult situation when 
Palm Springs aspired to become an incorporated 
city. Every other section in the Palm Springs area 
is Indian reservation, and one of these sections 
was inhabited not only by Indians, but by whites 
and colored people. 
They were governed by the 
Indian bureau in Washington, and were subject to 
few of the county and state laws and probably 
none of the proposed city laws. Naturally, the resi­ 
dents of Palm Springs and most of the residents 
of the reservation were vitally interested in what 
might happen on the reservation. Mr. Boyd recog­ 
nized that all of these people had their rights and 
these must be recognized in working out a solution. 
Thus he came in close and frequent contact with 
legislators in Riverside, Sacramento and Washing­ 
ton, and a solution, satisfactory to all, was obtain­ 
ed, with the result that all of Palm Springs, includ­ 
ing the reservation, has good government, police 
and fire protection. 
We are particularly impressed with Phil Boyd’s 
honesty, earnestness, and fair dealing. 
He is dip­ 
lomatic, and knows how to get the co-operation of 
his colleagues, therefore we can expect recognition 
for Riverside county when and if Phil Boyd goes to 
Sacramento. 


Some bright manufacturer got

As of 
April 1st, there were 33 lieuten­ 
ant generals in active service, in­ 
cluding retired officers returned 
to duty. 
How many readers of this col­ 
umn remember the bridles for the 
horses, in the last war? As I re­ 
call, every available or possible 
horse had a dozen or more bridles 
on order. I don't bring these 
things up to quibble over a few 
stars or bridles, bought in the con­ 
fusion of war. By reducing the ex­ 
amples to things we know and 
readily understand, we may get 
some conception of the extrava­ 
gances of war, particularly under 
the duplication of functions, and 
the inexperience and ineptitude 
we see down here in Washing­ 
ton. 
We managed to get through 
World War I with only 30 feder­ 
al administrative agencies, includ­ 
ing 
the 
war 
bureaus. 
Today 
there are 205 federal departments, 
commissions, boards and bureaus. 
As I have risen before to remark, 
one has to count them each time 
before making such a statement, 
just as a rabbit breeder has to 
count his rabbits before saying 
how many he has that day. 
I 
particularly object to the 
overlapping authorities. It is bad 
enough to have more federal em­ 
ployees in many states than there 
are state employees, but what 
does it do to the war effort to 
have seven agencies all duplicat­ 
ing the buying of foods and the 
administration of the food pro­ 
gram? Until Mr. Baruch struck at 
the inefficiency of the rubber 
program, seven agencies had been 
muddling those waters for ten 
months. That didn’t produce rub­ 
ber! The oil program had, and 
probably still has, five agencies 
interested in it. Labor laws and 
regulations are administered by 
17 agencies. 
Certain departments of govern­ 
ment are trained for certain func­ 
tions. Suddenly we have a war, 
what happens? Do the regular de­ 
partm ents get the jobs they are 
trained to handle? No, entirely 
new agencies filled with inex­ 
perienced and starry-eyed young 
men spring up like mushrooms to 
do these same things. The State 
Department, the War and Navy 
Departments, the Department of 


Agriculture, sit by and see the 
things they know so well how to 
do put into the hands of the slide 
rule boys. 
A Military Affairs subcommit­ 
tee reported some months ago 
that there were 840,578 young 
mer. between 18 and 37 in gov­ 
ernment 
service. 
The 
number 
went down to 646,253 in four 
months as a result of Congres­ 
sional interest. Today, from the 
best available figures, the num­ 
ber of men between the ages of 
18 and 37 in government service 
is 359,859, which peculiarly in­ 
cludes civilian employees in the 
War Department but not those in 
the Navy Department. 
Conse­ 
quently, we must add the 140,000, 
approximately, in the latter to 
make 499,859 and also a few odds 
and ends like the civilian employ­ 
ees between these ages in the 
TVA. A minimum addition would 
be 20,000; call the total 520,000 
men between 18 and 37 now in 
government service. 
Two weeks ago the Appropria­ 
tions Committee reported to the 
House that in the Interior Depart­ 
ment out of a total of 27,957 em­ 
ployees, 6,696 were men between 
the ages of 18 and 37. Of these, 
the committee says 2,221 were 
deferred for occupational reasons; 
2,073 at the specific request of 
the Department. 
The Draft Board classification 
of this group is as follows (tak­ 
ing only the larger items): 1,090 
immediately available for mili­ 
tary service; 1,198 deferred, ne­ 
cessary in civilian activity; 1,058 
deferred, necessary to the war 
effort; 1,671 deferred because of 
dependency. Only 1,024 are unfit 
for service. W ith Selective Ser­ 
vice scraping the bottom of the 
barrel for married men with de­ 
pendents, these figures become 
increasingly interesting.

Vote Yes On No. 2 


Amendment No. 2 on the ballot at the special 
election, May 16, should have the support of every 
voter of this state.
